That is the inherent difficulty in a provincial 
refunding scheme. The bondholder is deprived 
of income while getting no corresponding re- 
duction in what he has to pay. Naturally he 
objects, and turns the matter over to his law- 
yer. Which is what the holders of Alberta bonds 
have done, and why they have done it 

The only way to put through a fair and sat- 
isfactory refunding of provincial and municipal 
bonds is to do it on a national scale, through co- 
operation of the Dominion, and to accompany it 
with a parallel reduction in mortgage rates 
Then nbd bondholder could claim that he was be- 
ing penalized. If he received less, he would have 
less to pay. The balance would be preserved 
There would be no ground for complaints of 
discrimination; and no reason why Vancouver's 
council should object to the lower rates on hold- 
ings of Alberta bonds 

Such a refunding scheme was plainly within 
the scope of the Loan Council scheme proposed 
by Mr. Dunning. The Council was to be given 
power to validate refunding bonds of a prov- 
ince—which all provinces if they 
chose to act together. And these bonds would 
carry the added security of a federal guarantee 
of interest and principal. Alberta could have 
refunded on that basis nad its Government been 
willing to do so. Then there would have been 
no hesitation on the part of Vancouver—or any 
other bondholder—to accept the reduced rates— 
and no of the reduction back-firing 
through court proceedings

The Passing Show 


By J. 8. COWPER 

Before I put the memory of the coastal life 
with its peace and beauty out of my mind for a 
space, I'd like to offer a little sketch written by 
a brother-spirit who possesses a dainty Con- 
radian touch. 

“A. J. C.,” who wrote it as one of a series 
in the Vancouver Daily Prov- 
ince, left the sea several 
years ago to settle down with 
his two motherless boys on a 
coastal ranch near Roberts 
Creek, I dén't know what 
other crop the little ranch has 
raised, but from time to time 
there appears a little sketch 
of their life—how they fell a 
tree and season the wood for 
the keel of a boat—how they 
build a house and then a 
sailing craft—how they eke a living from the 
land or wring it from the sea. 

He must have been very near to my party 
when we were at Secret Cove and Bargain 
Harbor, for the description of the little cove in 
the annexed sketch reads like Smuggler’s Cove 
at the extreme west end of Welcome Pass, The 
description of the baked salmon will make your 
mouth water. He writes: 

“Some things, I told the boys, are to be 
accepted as they come, without peering too 
closely for causes or explanations, but they 
remained skeptical in regard to my story of 
strangers who visited the camp overnight. 
There was the evidence of the vanished 
food, but they asserted that I, squatting over 
the campfire half the night, could make 
away with a bucket of clams and a great 
pot of tea without trouble—it .\had been 
known to happen before; as for the ten- 
pound salmon, something must have taken 
it while we slept—and my yarn was woven 
of dreams. 

“After a long pull through the heat of a 
sultry day we had turned shoreward in 
growling thunder, with a threat of rain, and 
we had put in to a litle cove where men 
have made camp since men were, on this 
coast, for there is an old midden of clam- 
shell there that is wide and deep. A mere 
pocket in the rocks, too small to show as 
a wrinkle in a chartered coastline, it is a 
lovely little nook, with a tortuous, reef- 
guarded entrance, but once inside, a boat 
could be left afloat on placid water while 
a gale raged outside. 

“The boys had spread their canvas and 
rolled in after supper, but I sat late over a 
fire that had burnt down to just the bed of 
glowing coals that is necessary to the proper 
cooking of a salmon. This is done by hang- 
ing it in the smoke, well spread on wooden 
skewers, the fire being lightly fed during 
the cooking with green twigs of maple, 
alder or willow. A bucket of little butter- 
clams from the bed in the cove also sim- 
mered on the coals, and I had a pot of tea 
for solace of my watch. 

“The storm had passed, leaving a young 
moon triumphant in clear sky, and a gleam 
of silver showed in the narrow pass to the 
cove—where, when my cooking was done, 
a light canoe suddenly appeared, with two 
strong paddlers urging her forward. Even 
as I stood up to shout a warning they turned 
sharply to avoid the sunken reef and shot 
into the one clear channel as men sure of 
their way. While still some distance from 
the strand the strangers gave one mighty 
thrust in unison, raised their dripping pad- 
dies high over head with both hands and 
coasted to the shore in silence—thus giving 
the ancient salutation of those who come in 
peace 

“They came up from the shore, treading 
softly, a tall figure in the lead followed by 
a shorter man who walked as the descend- 
ant of many generations of canoemen. I 
moved the tea-billy closer to the hot coals; 
the strangers knew it for a sign of welcome 
and squatted on their heels—indistinct of 
form in the uncertain light but bringing 
with them that peculiar odor of buckskin 
and wood smoke that marks the voyageur 
of many campfires. I judged them to be 
from some far-secluded inlet, and nothing 
about their arrival seemed strange to me;

In good 
understanding we sat and we ate, with 
smal] need of words. 

“I parted the salmon, and the tall 


stranger looked to sea and sky in silence for 
a moment as one who acknowledges his 
debt to the Giver of All. Halfway through 
his portion he paused and spoke, as though 
thinking aloud 

“There are things concerning food un- 
known to those who cook in kitchens and 
eat at tables.’ , 

“At turn of tide they re-embarked and 
threaded the narrow channel, passing out 
into a glory of moonlight, and beyond my 
ken.” ‘ 

The boys had a long pull with the oars, be- 
cause, if my memory is good, they were with- 
out the wherewithal! to get an engine and fuel 
when the boat was built. But they are not ob- 
jects for sympathy, these exemplars of the 
simple life’ What lucky boys to be brought up 
within sound of the sea and under the light of 
the stars, with a wise and kindly mentor to aid

There is nothing in the stamp 
scrip plan of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment of Alberta to suggest 
that it has studied either the 
theory or the technique of the 
Gesell system. If the Douglas 
social credit sysiem is not on 
trial in Alberta—and that may be 
freely conceded—it is equally 
true that the Gesell system is not

understanding of monetary science 

Money is not subject to the 
universal law of depreciation and 
decay. It is not attacked by 

natural enemies. It imposes no | 
carrying costs, The carrying costs 
of wheat consume its entire value | 
in a few short years. The carry- | 
ing cost of money are nil in the | 
same period. It makes a world of 
difference to the producer wheth- 
er he carries in stock a $10,000 
crop of wheat or whether he 
carries in the bank $10,000 in 
money. The differential is the 
supreme fact in economics. The 
fact that commodities must be 
universally discounted in terms 
of money gives, when fully 
grasped and rightly understood, 
the key to the problems of usury, 
surplus value, exploitation, unem- 
ployment, the trade cycle, lack of 
consumer purchasing power and 
all the other symptoms of eco- 
nomic disease. 


Gesell noted this fact, intuitively 
he realized its significance, but he 
had not yet completed his investiga- 
tions, He was a pioneer in a new | 
field. It was necessary to proceed 
carefully The tr must be well 
blazed so that others could find the | 
path and carry forward the work.
